County health department 
promoting safe water 

During National Groundwater 
Awareness Week from March 9 
through 15, the Lake County 
Health Depart irient is encourag- 
ing county residents to become 
more aware of their water re- 
sources. 

From March 10 through 21, the 
normal $15 analysis fee for test- 
ing for bacteria and nitrates will 
be reduced to $10 for well own- 
ers, though no one will be re- 
fused because of an inability to 
pay. People can pick up sterile 
test bottles to be filled and re- 
turned for analysis at specific 
health department offices. 

For more information on water 
testing, call the health depart- 
ment office closest to you. AH of- 
fices are open from 7 a.m, to 5 
p.m., Monday through Friday. 
Test bottles are available at the 
following Lake County Health 
Department offices:

It's sad that 
kids today have to go through 
this." 

Lake County School repre- 
sentatives also seem to be 
working hard to protect stu- 
dents. 

Jeanne Petkus; principal of 
St. Joseph School in Round 
Lake, said the school worked 
closely with the Round Lake 
Police Department to create a 
lockdown procedure. 

"It's part of our hand- 
book," she said. ''We have step- ' 
by-step instructions, and all 
teachers wear IDs with direc- 
tions." 

St. Joseph practices lock- 
down drills with the police de- 
partment twice a year and also 
practices twice a year on its 
own, Petkus said. She added 
that the school has an auto- 
mated phonebook system to 
alert people in an emergency. 

Lockdown drills aren't re- 
quired by Illinois state law, 
said Andrea Preston, an 
Illinois State Board of 
Education representative, but 
they are strongly encouraged. 
If lockdown drills are con- 
ducted, the school must certify 
the participation of their local 
law enforcement, she said. 

Preston said that Public 
Act 094-0600 (105 ILCS 128), 
School Safety Drill' Act, was 
signed into law August 16, 
2005, and states that, "Schools 
at minimum, shall conduct at 
least three evacuation drills, 
and may include without limi- 
tation: fire; suspicious items; 
incidents involving hazardous 
materials, including, but not 
limited to, chemical, incendi- 
ary and explosives; and bomb 
threats." 

She said the law also states 
that, "Fire department or fire 
district participation is re- 
quired. One of the three 
school evacuation drills shall 
require the participation of

the appropriate*' local fire de- 
partment or district." 

The law requires schools to 
conduct a minimum of one se- 
vere- weather and shelter-in- 
place drill for possible tornado 
incidents as well, she said. 

Other evacuation drills are 
recommended under the law, 
Preston said, as it states, 
."Schools may conduct addi- 
tional school evacuation drills 
to account for other evacua- 
tion incidents, including with- 
out limitation suspicious 
items or bomb threats." 

Although lockdown drills 
aren't mandated, local schools 
are conducting them. 

Carolyn Waller, communi- 
cations relations director for 
Warren Township High School 
in Gurnee, said Warren's two 
campuses work with the local 
police department to conduct 
lockdown drills at least twice a 
year. 

"You can do everything pos- 
sible to protect kids in school, 
but it's never 100 percent," she 
said. "We're doing everything 
we can with the resources 
available." 

Lakes Community High 
School in Lake Villa also is 
prepared to handle a lock- 
down, said Erik Lindberg, a 
Lake Villa police officer and 
Lakes resource officer. 

"We're always pretty vigi- 
lant," he said. "You plan for 
the worst and diope for the 
best. God forbid it happens, 
we're ready" 

One of the ways the school 
plans for a possible lockdown 
is through, drills, which, 
Lindberg said, the school does 
twice a year in conjunction 
with the police department's 
canine searches. 

He added that the school's 
doors are secured, and visitors 
are buzzed in and go through 
the main office, where the vis- 
itor's driver's license is 
scanned through a police data- 
base. But even with a strong 
safety system in place, 
Lindberg said, the police de- 
partment and Lakes are tak- 
ing a closer look at their proto- 
col after the NIU incident. 

"It's kind of scary," he said, 
"but in today's society, [a 
shooting] is just as likely as a 
tornado or fire, and we need to 
be prepared."

|i -It jias be-en more than a week since five NIU stu- 
dents were shot to death and 16 were wounded. 

In that time, those who were killed - Gayle 
Dubowski, Catalina Garcia, Julianna Gehant, Ryanne 
Mace, and Dan Parmenter - have been laid to rest. 
Parents and classmates have mourned, and the NIU 
community has come together. 

In some ways, the reaction of the students at NIU 
has been inspiring. The students have shown strength 
and unity throughout. The NIU student newspaper, 
the Northern Star, has shown a high level of profes- 
sionalism in its coverage of the tragedy, even as the 
student journalists have grappled with their own feel- 
ings. 

In the aftermath of the shooting, many have 
searched for answers, After a week, however, it is be- 
coming increasingly' clear that it is unlikely that the 
question of why ever will be answered. But could 
there ever really be an answer to explain such sense- 
less violence? 

This was not the act of a sane person. There are no 
satisfactory answers for such horror, 

There is little to say about Steveri Kazmierczak, the 
27-year-old who committed this atrocity 

Kazmierczak struggled with mental illness, but so 
do millions of people. Help was available. 

Instead, he methodically bought guns and planned 
a mass murder. What occurred was not a spur-of-the- 
moment attack. 

Those who knew Kazmierczak have said he was not 
the kind of person who would do such a thing. Our 
conclusion then is that no one must have truly known 
him. He was a monster who committed a monstrous 
act. There are no excuses for actions that are inexcus- 
able. 

On some level, life on campus will begin to return 
to normal. Students and faculty will begin to fall into 
familiar routines. 

Some on campus might even feel guijty and pri- 
vately wonder, "How can I get on with things when 
something so horrible, happened?" The truth is that al- 
though life marches forward, it does not mean that the 
events of Feb. 14 are forgotten. And it does not mean 
that the victims are forgotten, either.

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Pay phones are vanishing before our eyes 



Pay telephones are fast be- 
coming an endangered species. 
In December, I read that AT&T 
was phasing out the remainder" 
of its pay phones that operate 
in 13 states. Ten years ago, it 
had 70,000 in Illinois. Now, It 
has about 9,000. Not surpris- 
ingly, the advent of cell phones 
have made pay phones a losing 
proposition. 

, A few weeks after reading 
the news item, I was walking 
out of a McDonald's. Sure 
enough, at an exit where there 
had been two pay phones on 
the wall, now there were none. 
I had used the phones on a cou- 
ple of occasions, and I thought 
of how many people might 
have needed the phones for 
emergency-type calls. 

AT&T followed Bell South, 
which went out of the pay 
phone business a few years 
ago. Where there w r ere almost 3 
million pay phones in the 
United States a decade ago, 
there are less than a million 
left. The only large company to 
continue the pay phone busi- 
ness is Verizon, and the demise 
of its sites might be on the

horizon. Although there are in- 
dependent firms that continue 
to operate pay phones, the end 
appears to be imminent. 

Yes, it won't be long before ' 
almost everyone has a cell 
phone, or two. There are al- 
most 250 million cell phones in 
the country at this time. Even 
so, it is estimated that at least 5 
percent of homes have no 
phones, regular line or cell. For 
them, the downsizing of pay 
phones can become critical. . 

There are upsides to'the 
greater use of cell phones. 
Parents and their children are' 
in closer contact with one an- 
other. That can be a protection 
of their safety and welfare. . 
When drivers are in the middle 
of nowhere and their car 
_ brakes down, the cell phone 
can become a lifesaver. By the 



same token, can you imagine 
the fright and horror of a 
driver in similar circum- 
stances without a cell phone 
and a pay phone nowhere in 
sight? 

Law enforcement officials 
mipht feel that the disappear- 
ance of pay phones at certain 
locations removes a gadget that 
has often been used in drug : 
transactions. Some communi- 
ties have requested that pay 
phones be removed from areas 
where they think the phones 
were a lure for drug trafficking 
that led to a degrading of the 
community. 

At a time when many people 
complain about the uses of cell 
phones in public places and 
misuses in dangerous circum- 
stances, someone should be 
complaining that the total 
elimination of pay phones is ; 
problematic. Will there be a 
pay phone for a homeless per- , 
son in need? How about that 
desperate teen or problem per- 
son who would use a pay phone 
as a hot line for help? Will the 
loss of pay phones to some be- 
come the loss of their life- 



lines? ■■

Weak performances hinder 'Boleyn

trayed. But as her fortune 
changes and the executioner's 
' sword looms, the movie sud- 
denly asks us to feel sorry for

' trayed her sister. Why? 
Apparently because she is 
play ed by adorable Natal Ie . 
Portman. 

All the lush sets and elabo- 
rate costumes cannot disguise 
the fact that Portman is terri- 
bly cast. All stiff poses and

that noncola soft drinks, including 
energy/sports drinks and commer- 
cial lemonade, were the most ag- 
gressive drinks in the dissolution of 
tooth enamel. 

Researchers J. Anthony von 
Fraunhofen MSc. PhD, ' FRSC 
FADM, and Matthew Rogers. DDS, 
were perhaps the most surprised 
by their study's result. In the study, 
d-'raunhofer and Rogers marinated 
chunks of healthy tooth enamel for 
14 days, weighing them every 24 
to 48 hours, The solutions were 
changed daily and' checked for 
acidity. Remarkably, those sub- 
merged in tile solutions of sports 
drinks and commercial lemonade 
stowed a more advanced dissolu- 
tion of tooth enamel than their car- 
bonated soft drink counterparts. 

Of course, the study was un- 
derstandably met with skepticism. 
After all, no one. soaks their teeth 
in sports drinks or lemonade for 
1 { days, and lire enamel samples 
were not brushed daily, something 
most people do at least once with 
their own teeth.

Like 
other beverages such as carbon- 
ated soft drinks or col fee, lite con- 
sc.mption of spoils drinks and 
Loimr.eicijl lemonade should be 
followed by a thorough brushing 
or. even a rinse with water, which 
remains the least harmful bever- 
age for your teeth.

Feed your feathered Mends all winter long 



(ARA) - What winter traveler pealing food source 



can resist the attraction of a 'srnal 
cabin deep in snow-swept woods 
at dusk, [it and warmed by a 
crackling fire and framed by two 
overstuffed chairs and a tray of 
snacks on the hearth? Indeed, a 
welcome sight on any blustery 
evening. This could be the site of 
a well-stocked bird feeder to the 
feathered: visitors of our wintry 
backyards; 

Winter provides a Unique op- 
portunity to attract various 
wildlife to your yard while lend- 
ing the chance to be a small but 
integral contributor to the local 
food cycle. 

. .. The winter view from your 
home does not need to be bleak. 
As you move indoors for the sea- 
son, the time is right to either 
place or reposition backyard or 
porch bird feeders within an easy 
sight line of windows to provide 
comfortable inside viewing pf 
birding activity. Providing more 
than one type of feeder at differ- 
ing heights will invite a greater va- 
"rieiy i of- birds. For example, a 
raised feeder, five to 15 feet above 
the ground, will attract evening 
grosbeaks and finches, while feed- 
ers, closer to the ground tend to 
draw doves and sparrows. 

Whatever the season, however; 
always remember to consider the 
ever-present competition from the 
local squirrel population for; the 
food you put out. 1 Descending 
chain, feeders are a more ready 
squirrel deterrent than poled plat- 
form feeders. Regardless of the 
feeder you use,' you can often 
retro-fit a variety of squirrel guards 
to your feeder to tilt the food com- 
petition toward your small flying 
friends. ■. . 

Once you have positioned 
your feeders for easy viewing 
, from the inside, then comes the 
all-important enticement Of food. 
Not unlike us, different foods at- 
tract different types of birds. And . 
higher quality foods terid even 
more reason for feathered visitors 
to make your feeders part of their 
daily stops. . 

When considering what type of 
foods to put out, try to stay away 
frpm common- generic mixes. 
Lower- priced mixes are often not 
a bargain, as they contain various 
fillers, like red milo, which aliiiost- 
all birds discard. Buying higher- 
quality seed mixes or individual 
seeds that end up being a com- 
plete food to birds are the best 
value. Sunflowers are a universally 
popular choice. They attract cardi- 
nals,, woodpeckers, blue jays, 
goldfinches, purple finches; chick- 
adees, titmice, and*, nuthatches. 
Black sunflowers are a particular 
Ireat for birds, as the oilier shell is 
easier to Crack and they are also 
usually cheaper than the tradi- 
tional gray and white striped sun- 
flowers we most often recognize. 

The use of saf flower seed wilt 
further differentiate your visitors 
as ihis small white seed attracts 
chickadees, downy woodpeckers, 
cardinals and titmice, while re- 
pelling grackles, blue jays and 
starlings who often keep smaller 
birds away from feeders. Another 
excellent individual seed is higer 
or thistle. While this seed is a bit 
more expensive, it provides a 
high-energy meal full of oi! and 
calories. Thistle is often the meal 
of choice for finches, one of the 
most colorful of birds to observe. 
If you don't want to mess with 
putting out individual seeds, the 
best option is to simply buy a 
good premium blend of wild bird 
seed. Premium blends contain 
quality ingredients and are an ap- 



"Frovidihg high-energy bird 
food is more critical in the winter, 
when natural food supplies are 
not as accessible, and no food is 
better suited to high-energy win- 
ter feeding than quality suet," says 
Tony Vahedian, vice president of 
Scotts.MiracieGro's wild bird food 
division.
